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Cuban complaint leads 
to FCC bust of Alpha 66

La Voz de Alpha 66, an anti-Castro "clandestine" shortwave broadcast station, fell to a U.S. 
government enforcement action Initiated at the Cuban government's request. 

"Our office was Involved In action taken against La Voz de Alpha 66," said Robert C. 
McKlnney, the englneer-in-charge at the FCC's Vero Beach, Florida, field office. "A lot of the 
high frequency monitoring net was Involved In the action, in addition to mobile units we put 
on the scene. We had mobile units from several offices involved In the Alpha 66 
proceeding." 

Alpha 66 Is off the air. U.S. marshals removed transmitting and associated audio equipment 
from Alpha 66's mobile broadcasting faclllty--a Ford van. According to John L Thelmer, 
englneer-ln-charge at the FCC's Miami field office, the latest bust was at least the third FCC 
enforcement action against Alpha 66 since 1982. 

Permanent Injunction 

Because of the repeated violations, FCC headquarters used a "civil seizure" process that 
allows confiscating electronic equipment used by a violator. "We also applied for an 
injunction against Alpha 66 principals, the organization, its sympathizers and everybody 
else we could think of," Thelmer said. The Injunction, which has been made permanent, 
places Its subjects under the risk of contempt of court citations If they engage in further 
unlicensed broadcasting. 

Thelmer said he was unsure whether the latest enforcement action would dissuade the 
passionate anti-Castro broadcasters of Alpha 66 and Its leader, Diego Medina, from 
rebuilding the station. Medina was said to have been operating the station when it was shut 
down. Rumors are that he is acquiring replacement equipment. 

Technical details 

A Kenwood TS 430 amateur transceiver broadcast Alpha 66's final program. The transceiver 
output was amplified by surplus coastal radiotelephone station equipment. The amplifier's 
two 3-500Z power tubes produced an estimated 1,000 watts. 

The transmitter fed an inverted V antenna strung from a 30-foot extension ladder 
permanently mounted atop the van. When the station operator reached a broadcasting site, 
he tipped the ladder vertically, extended its sections and strung the antenna to either side. 

Thelmer estimated the seized equipment's value at $10,000. The van was returned to its 
owner. Certain agencies that enforce laws against illegal drug trade have authority to seize 
cars, homes and most any other property used In support of the illegal activity. But FCC 
authority is more limited, thus, only electronic equipment was seized. 

"The broadcasts usually lasted a half-hour to an hour and a half," Thelmer said. "Usually 
Alpha 66 broadcasts began at 9 p.m. Eastern time on Monday, Wednesday and Friday 



nights." The broadcast*' regular pattern helped the FCC trao* their source. "When we 
Identify a pattern It helpa, because we don't have time to spin our wheels." 

During the bust, one person was operating the station. But Thelmer said engineers 
previously observed station operation by others, and that sometimes sevoral people were In 
the van. 

Thelmer doscrlbod Alpha 66'a modulation quality as "not terribly good, especially when he 
tried to play music on It." 

Rocordod programs were played on tape playback units In the van. Thelmer said his office 
had heard from another agency that the Alpha 66 organization has a recording studio at Its 
headquarters In Miami. 

Cuban complaint 

Steps leading to the bust include a complaint to the FCC from the Cuban government, 
according to Robert C. McKinney, englneer-ln-charge at the Vero Beach, FL, field office. He 
said the FCC Is one of a few U.S. agencies permitted direct contact with the Cuban 
government; other agencies communicate with Cuba via the State Department. 

"This group (Alpha 66) has been in operation a long time," McKinney said. 'They have been 
shut down by us on at least one or two other occasions. They would be on the air for awhile, 
then we would take them off, and after awhile they would acquire new equipment and go 
back on the air." { 

Some unlicensed broadcasters activate their stations mostly for fun. The ACE calls such 
broadcasters "pirates." Politically motivated unlicensed broadcasts are called "clandestine." 
Alpha 66 falls Into the "clandestine" category. 

'Alpha 66 Is a group with anti-Castro political motivation, and it broadcasts to support a 
cause," McKinney explained. "This kind of activity Is not conducted as a lark, so it is not 
likely to be permanently discouraged by enforcement action. You take them off the air and 
they go out and acquire new equipment and get back on the air. Whether this most recent 
case will close Alpha 66 down Is debatable. We'll only know that with hindsight, five years 
from now." 

Penalties 

What penalties are faced by those connected with Alpha 66 or any other unlicensed 
broadcaster are uncertain. Legal action might be taken against individuals or against the 
organization or both. Administrative sanctions may be applied or violators may face criminal 
prosecution. Federal authorities make such decisions on a case-by-case basis. 

With La Voz de Alpha 66, which represented a repeat offense, the FCC asked the Justice 
Department to assist. "We got the U.S. attorney to Issue warrants and the U.S. marshal 
served the warrants and seize equipment," McKinney said. "That is a much more effective 
method [than administrative sanctions] but it is time-consuming, expensive to the U.S. 
government and disruptive to FCC operations because for every hour we spend on a case 
like that there Is an hour taken away from something else. It isn't as though we have a 
special team that Just works on criminal prosecution. If you have two men who work on such 
a case there is someone else who Is not getting work done that deserves to be done." 

The political angle 

"We make no value Judgments on what Alpha 66 broadcasters say," McKinney continued. 
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"We're not looking at program content. They could be playing music or they could be telling 
people In Cuba to burn the sugar cane fields. Another unlicensed broadcast station could be 
playing music or spouting Nazi rhetoric. We're not looking at what they are saying. 
Unlicensed broadcasters are not allowed to be on the air and we treat them all the same." 

The FCC official said the Justice Department has its hands full in south Florida. "With drug 
trafficking being what it is in south Florida and in the Miami area, to go In and get a U.S. 
attorney to shake loose enough time to take a radio station off the air is difficu It— particularly 
when you have such high sentiment In Florida's Cuban community that broadcasters such 
as Alpha 66 are doing what they want them to do. There is a lot of public support for anti- 
Castro broadcasts. By the same token, we at the FCC have a Job to do. We cannot exempt 
1 anyone because we happen to like what they're saying or not like what they're saying. If a 
station Is Illegal, It Is Illegal. We have an obligation under the law to do our Job and that's 
what we'll have to do." 

The Washington Influence 

McKinney said in handling the Alpha 66 case the FCC field office primarily worked with the 
Justice Department in Washington, DC. "In fact, if I am not mistaken a special U.S. attorney 
out of Washington handled the case rather than a U.S. attorney out of Miami. They are Just 
so bogged down with the lack of manpower and so many cases, all things considered, what 
do you do? Do you go after someone who Is caught with 200 pounds of cocaine or do you 
go after a someone who basically is not hurting anyone, broadcasting a radio signal? I can 
see their [the Florida U.S. attorneys'] point." 

McKinney said that with many cases, generally, his office works in conjunction with FCC 
and Justice Department officials, U.S. attorneys and U.S. marshals in Washington to decide 
who will handle specific cases. Representatives of the Justice Department may decide to 
send employees from the capital, to send from one office to another someone who has time 
to take a case or to tell the local U.S. attorney, "We feel this Is sufficient priority, you put 
some people on It." 

With Alpha 66, McKinney stated the FCC received a complaint from Cuba that said, In so 
many words, "There is a station that is not authorized as being on this frequency. It Is 
unlicensed. It Is affecting Cuban radio waves. What are you going to do about It?" 

Washington direction 

The Alpha 66 case was handled locally by FCC field offices under direction from 
Washington. "Headquarters was Involved in every aspect," McKinney explained, "because 
we have a lot of cases that we take directly to Cuba. The FCC is one of the few agencies that 
does not go through the State department. We have a particular mechanism whereby we go 
directly to our counterparts or contacts In Cuba. From our side, most of our inquiries 
' involve Cuban stations that should not be on a particular frequency or that are somewhat 
off-frequency." 

Rather than go through a long, circuitous route that might take months to pass through 
different governmental bureaucratic steps, FCC officials make direct contact with Cuban 
officials. "In most cases we have had good results with getting off-frequency broadcasts 
that are Interfering with U.S. broadcasts, off the air in sometimes a matter of a day or two 
with Just a phone call," McKinney said. 

"If we're trying to work together like that, we have our responsibilities also. If they're 
complaining about a transmission or broadcast that we didn't know about-. We don't 
routinely tune up and down the dial, looking for unlicensed broadcasts. If a representative of 
a foreign government says: "You have this station on this frequency; It's been there for two 
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month.; when are you guya going lo do aomethlng about Itr w« hava to at that point 
obvlou.ly look at what la a legitimate complaint by another country, whether It happens to 
be the Cubana or Canadlana or Mexican, or whether we conalder them friend or foe." 

6.666 MHz 

It I. doubtful that the frequency uaed by Alpha 66, 6.666 MHz, la uaed by any Cuban aervlce. 
The Cuban government apparently waa aware of an anti-Castro program broadcast from the 
United State, on an unlicensed station using a frequency not assigned for broadcaat 
service. "The Cubana don't have to be using the frequency to Juatlfy a request for FCC 
action," McKlnnoy said. "The station doesn't have to be causing Interference. If It Is 
unauthorized, It Is unauthorized, whether or not It cauaea Interference to an authorized 
service. The frequency 6.666 MHz la assigned to the aviation aervlce. Whether Alpha 66 
actually caused Interference to an aviation communication, I do not know." 

Most Interference complaints the FCC forwards to the Cuban government Involve U.S. 
broadca.l stations. FCC field offices often receive calls from AM broadcast station 
engineers In the Miami market. The engineers report Interference from Cuban stations that 
share their frequenclea. When Cuban stations' carrier frequenclea drift slightly, the 
difference causes a heterodyne, which Is a tone that may range from a low-frequency buzz 
to a whistle. 

When Cuban and American atatlons sharing a dial position use nearly Identical carrier 
frequenclea within a few hertz of one another, no heterodyne Interference results. 

American listeners 

McKlnney said American radio listeners have less tolerance for degraded broadcast service, 
compared to listeners In other countries. "You go to many parts of the world and It la 
amazing what audlencea are willing to listen to. Garbage, In our terma," McKlnney said, 
referring to the Interference level plaguing many domestic broadcast services In foreign 
countries. 

"At almost any time of day In our broadcast bands, listeners hear no interference, no 
heterodynes. They don't hear 15 stations on the same frequency. We're spoiled. We're used 
to turning on the TV and seeing a clear picture. You turn on your AM or FM radio and you 
don't want to hear five stations on the same channel or four or five different languages on 
the aame channel.

COVERT CORNER 



Not a whole lot going on this month, folks. Remember, HM gets all the numbers-related 
material now. Some numbers reports arrived this past month and I've forwarded them on to HM. 

A couple of people have asked what will become of this column now that HM is handling 
numbers. Relax, folks. There's still plenty of weirdness out there in radioland (and, no, 1 don t 
mean just the fiction in MoniwrinR T,mes or loggings in the ASWLC bulletin) to keep me gainfully 
occupied and out of serious trouble. Take single-letter beacons, for example. 

This past month brought another letter from George Zeller. Apparently October 9 was a 
slow day for George, as he spent a couple of hours tracking down single-letter beacons. Here s 
what he heard in a frequency/time/letter format: 

7425/2215/U- 10216/2245/U; 15704.5/2330/U; 12327.5/2330/U; 12184.5/2330/U; 
9313 5/2330/U- 9056.5/2330/U; 8669.5/2330/U; 8135.5/2330/U; 8077.5/2335/U; 
6244 5/2335/U; 10643.5/2340/S; 1 3635.5/2340/S; 6801/2345/S; 18347.5/2340/K; 
12149.5/2340/K; 7904.5/2340/K. 

George notes that our old friend Herr Klingenfuss lists all the U beacons are being at 
Murmansk, S at Arkhangelsk, and K as Khabarovsk George then asks, "How does Klingenfuss 
know ^^™ s s(ion George , jo,,-, have a clue where he gets those QTHs from. I'll just note 
that some beacons are heard on times and frequencies which make it highly unlikely they all are lo- 
cated where Klingenfuss says, unless some unusual propagation path (through the center of the 
Earth??) is involved Further, a W beacon operating in the 80-meter ham band was definitely traced 
to Cuba in the mid- 1970s by the FCC. It likely that anywhere there s a Sov.et naval facility that 
there's a single-letter beacon transmitter nearby. Some are probably are Murmansk or Khabarovsk. 

bUl Dave White, a frequent contributor to my Umbra el Lux newsletter, is a regular monitor of 
these. Dave spends hours in continuous monitoring of these, and discovers things that less patient 
monitors (such as yours truly) overlook. Dave has noted that these "beacons" do break for mes- 
sage groups on what seems to be a semi-regular basis. For example, on September 7, Dave ob- 
served that all the U beacons he could hear sent three five-dig.t blocks Repeated I seven times at 1 800 
and 1900. He noted the same thing at 1558 on 9/8 and at 1455 or. 9/9. On 9/10, he heard three 
five-digit blocks repeated six times at 1500 and seven times at 1957. Finally, Dave noted three 
five-digit blocks repeated seven times at 1457 on 9/12. These loggings are in agreement with oth- 
ers Dave has made which indicate that these beacons break for messages near the hour and that all 
beacons of a certain letter send the same messages in parallel. 

Dave, in fact, dislikes the term "beacon" when applied to these stations. He wrote, 
"Interceptors who continue to call these signals 'beacons' are not paying attention to the above sig- 
nals- apparently [they are| tuning across them and logging." He continues. "My opinion is this is 
an enormous waste of money and equipment. 1 would also add that this is probably a computerized 
network and has several strategic control points." 

So how about it. campers?? Why not try listening to some of these beacons near the hour to 
see if they break for a message?? 

Ira Martin of CA wrote this month to report reception of a "time clicking" on 9260. Ira said 
there was a high-pitched humming which rose and fell in intensity even though the clicking main- 
tained the same level. Ira didn't mention a time although 1 assume it was in the evening hours 
Pacific time. Are Ira and I the only ones running across these weirdo time signals?? 

The November Umbra ei Lux is available from me for a large SASE. This one's a corker, 
with a major revelation about the numbers stations mystery by Havana Moon!!! And Don 
Schimmel's column will deal with those raspy "eleven dot, one dash" beacons like the one you can 
hear on 4718. Great stuff and it's still free!!! (A public service I must perform as part of the sen- 
tence I received as a result of my corrupt television ministry )

More Tips for Broadcasters 

how to make your studio convenient 

A couple months ago we ran an article about studio technique, or how 
to make good use of a studio. Since many of our readers have never 
seen a broadcasting studio, perhaps a few suggestions for layout are 
in order. You don't need a large room to make a truly useful studio, 
although sometimes it helps, as in the case of live broadcasts where 
access to a large record library is needed. Most Operators, however, 
can make do adequately with a small closet or just a portion of an 
available room. 

Try to pick an area that's as quiet as possible, away from noisy 
appliances and fans, and as far from a roadway as possible. Get a 
large table to hold the equipment and, if you can, a small swivel 
chair for easy access. If you're running turntables you'll also want 
one or more smaller tables to hold them. Arrange the furniture in the 
shape of a wide-mouthed "U" , with the large table as the bottom piece 
and the smaller tablets ) on the sides. Allow room to get behind the 
table to connect cables, and don't forget an outlet strip or two so 
you can plug everything in! For neatness, the outlets can be mounted 
up under the table; just be sure you can reach them without becomming 
a contortionist. 

The mixer should be directly in front of the announcer for convenient 
adjustment of levels. You may want to raise the rear of the mixer for 
better viewing angle of the VU meters. The microphone should also be 
directly in front of the announcer, but it is best to suspend it, or 
use a boom stand, so you don't have to work around a desk stand - the 
odds are good you'll bump into the stand and create extra noise that 

If you're using only tape decks, they can be arranged behind or above 
the mixer, or stacked at either side for easy access. You may need to 
glue down some scrap wood pieces to keep the decks from sliding as 
you punch the buttons. In this scenario, the side tablets ) give you 
someplace to hold tape boxes, scripts, etc. 

If you use records, place a turntable on each side table, putting 
TT#1 on your left and TT#2 on your right. You can place them both on 
one side (or the other) if you'd rather, but be sure to mark them as 
connected to avoid getting mixed up. Be sure to level the turntables 
to avoid having the stylus slide across the records - use a builder's 
level on the platter, not on the base, and shim as necessary. 
If you're going whole-hog with your studio and you're using the Radio 
Shack 32-1100A mixer, you'll quickly run out of inputs. As mentioned 
two months ago, that mixer has two mic, two turntable and one tape 
inputs (or three tape inputs). If you happen to want to run more 
sources than that, the solution is simple. RS also sells a 2-pole, 
6-position rotary switch (#275-1386, $1.39) which can be used as a 
source select switch. Get some shielded audio cable and a small metal 
box large enough to contain the switch. Run the "hot" (inner) 
conductors of the audio lines to the rotary switch (one wafer will 
be 'right' channel, the other will be 'left'), and connect the output 
to the common connectors - tie all shields together. If you do this 
on all inputs except the mic input, you can potentially have 18 
different sources available through your three channels. Talk about 
flexibility! Plug the switches into the Ceramic inputs if you're 
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running tape decks. 

If you happen to be running Magnetic cartridges, you'll find the 
level awfully low when connected thru the Ceramic input. Not to 
worry. Simply go back to Radio Crap, get the #42-2109 phono pre-amp 
and connect it between the turntable and the switch-box. Voila! 
You're back in biz. 

For best sound, we recommend dynamic or condenser mics. If you're 
running FM, go with the condensers. They do take batteries and they 
are physically sensitive (don't tap on theral ) , but they do sound 
better. For SW use, common, cheap dynamic mics are fine. He don't 
recommend crystal mics unless you want to connect one direct to 
the transmitter, without the benefit of a mixer. 

For decent, inexpensive tape decks, the RS SCP-31 (#14-647, $49.95) 
or the older model SCP-30 is a very adequate player. There are no 
frills, bells or whistles to get in the way and the sound is good. 
Somewhere you will need a recorder, however, and we recomend the 
best one you can afford. It wouldn't hurt to suggest one as an Xmas 
present, either. 

There are many turntables available in all sizes, shapes and styles. 
See what you can find second-hand to save money. More Free Radio 
stations are switching over to CDs, and I believe most CD players 
will match the Magnetic cartridge inputs on the mixer. 
When wiring the studio, keep all audio leads together and as far 
from power cords as feasible. Bundle the power cords together and 
use some twist-ties or cable-ties to keep them away from the audio 
leads. This will reduce AC hum pick-up. At the very least, do not let 
the different cables run parallel to each other; cross 'em at right 
angles when necessary. 

If you follow these tips, you should have a very flexibile, good 
sounding studio. If you have more questions about details, feel free 
to write to the address at the beginning of this column.

RADIO VENCEREMOS AND ITS JAMMERS SHIFT SWBC FREQUENCIES

In late September, the anti-El Salvador government clandestine Radio Venceremos moved its 
6 MHz frequency for the first time in many years. It traditionally had operated on variable 
frequencies around 6550 KHz , jumping around every few minutes in a cat-and-mouse game with 
Its jammers. It now operates on variable frequencies +/- 60 KHz or so around 6300 KHz . 
We have a flood of Venceremos logs this month that seem to pinpoint the date of this 
frequency shift to sometime on (or slightly before) September 24. The logs, from Bob Ross 
(Ontario), Vince Havrilko (Florida), Bob Brown (Pennsylvania), Steve Forrest (Ohio), and 
Ceorge Zeller (Ohio), include. 

6239.5V (jumping to 6244.7, etc.), 0023-0057+, 9-24-89 (Zeller); 6239. 6v (jumping to 
6254.6, 6238, 6259.6, etc.), 0023-0224+, 9-24-89 (Havrilko); 6240, 0153-0216+, 9-25-89 
(Ross)i 6239.8, 0046-0050*. 9-25-89 (Havrilko); similar but reported VIA telephone as UNID 
(Brown); 6290v, 0250-0313+, 10-8-89 (Zeller); and 6305v, 0230, 10-8-89 (Forrest VIA 
telephone and also the ANARC 7240 net). All of these logs had the usual program details, 

t talks, folk songs, folk anthems. 



The typical confusing mess of "black" phony Venceremos clones and rock music jammers 
accompanies the regular Radio Venceremos. Bob Ross 1 9-25-89 log on 6240 KHz might have 
been the "black" Venceremos, since he heard lots of pop music, dead air, and some shouted 
Radio Venceremos ID's. The real station is always well produced, with little (if any) dead 
•lr. Vince Havrilko heard the same "black" station on 9-24-89 using 6240 KHz , with mellow 
latin popular music and an OM/YL Venceremos ID at 0255, followed by the "Venceremos, 
- -nd a QRT at 0257*. Vince heard this station on simultaneously (but 
i Vince's regular Venceremos log listed above, and his 6240 station 
n the "black" phony clone. 

effective). I heard one with pop music on September ? 24 using 6240 KHz at 0035 UTC, in 
A3H mode with USB and a reduced carrier. This station was on and off the air until 0155* 
UTC, thus interfering with the Voice of Tomorrow on 6239.9 KHz at the time (see A*C*E 
Dialogs this month). Vince Havrilko reports the same UNID jammer later that day from 2255- 
2308 on 6240 KHz , playing Phil Collins, Def Leppard, and Fleetwood Mac rock music. I also 
heard two rock music jammers of Venceremos on October 8, one using 6306 KHz in USB, and 
another simultaneously around 0100 UTC on 6300 KHz in the AM mode. These music Jammers 
sound Just like hobby pirates who are testing, with continual music and no ID's.

The station Information section of the newsletter sheds only a small amount of light on 
the Free Radio One operation. Dr. David Richardson has been joined by newscaster Seymour 
Roth on the Free Radio One staff. They say that two transmitter sites are operational on 
7415/4005 KHz , with 48 additional transmitters planned for the future. They use 7415 KHz 
because of Its status as a traditional pirate frequency. The Btatlon Interval signal is 
■ 'Je a series of V's In CW transmitted before sign-on. (I have never heard this). 
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Their station philosophy paragraph is worth a verbatim quotes "Our philosophy is to provide 
urgently needed alternate radio communications and news that otherwise is not available 
via the standard radio and television media. Free Radio One believes that the current 
political status in the United States is rapidly approaching the level of a communist 
state. As such underground communications is of utmost importance." (sic, no typos here). 

The quoted paragraph is additional evidence that Free Radio one is as much a clandestine 
broadcaster as It Is a pirate, particularly given its relatively frequent transmissions 
during the last few months. 

RADIO PATRIA LIBRE 

This fascinating anti-Colombian government station is still one the air, courtesy of the 
ELN left wing opposition forces in Colombia. Bob Ross just caught the end of their 
transmission on September 3 on 6758 KHz from 0056-0057* UTC. Over a prtriotic song, the 
OM/YL sign-off ID was "Radio Patria Libre, La Voz de Colombia." Bob heard a good signal 
from them. I also copied the station with a good signal on October 2 from *0039-0121* UTC 
using 6760 Kill. (The frequency is slightly variable from night to night, but does not 
jump sround during the transmission on a single day). Their sign-on ID was "Radio Patria 
Libre, uno vox de la Nueva Colombia." The good signals from Radio Patria Libre in both 
Ohio and Ontario suggest that the station's current transmitter probably operates somewhere 

This station still announces no address during their programs. Cerry Dexter, in hia October 
1989 Clandestine Confidential newsletter, says "We have been unsuccessful in finding any 
kind of an address for the ELN or for the station." Bummer! Information on Gerry's valuable 
bi-monthly newsletter Is Ub always) available from him at RR4, Box 110, Lake Geneva, 
Wisconsin 53147. 



Kirk Baxter of Kanaas informs me that very detailed information on the operation and 1989 
bust of this Florida-based anti-Castro station has been forwarded to A*C*E headquarters. 
You should look for this important article elsewhere In this November Issue of the A*C*E, 
or possibly In another issue of the A*C*E in the very near future. Dexter's October 1989 
CCN quotes The Intelligence Newsletter to the effect that Alpha 66 "must have had highly 
placed patrons in the Reagan White House" that prevented busts by the FCC, and that it 
had ignored unspecified warnings after Bush took office to stop broadcasting. 

REVIEW OF SOLBY/NICHOLS CLANDESTINE BOOK 

A*C*E member Mark Pierce of California has found a review of the book Clandestine Radio 
Broadcasting ; A Study of Revolutionary and Counterrevolutionary Electronic Communication , 
by Lawrence C. Soley and John S. Nichols. The book review was by Donald R. Browne, and 
is found on pp. 139-142 of the Summer 1988 issue of the Journal of Communication . Mark 
says that the review was favorable. I still have not seen a copy of this book, or a copy 
of the review. The book Is very expensive, and the Cleveland Public Library has not yet 
added a copy to its collection. But, I understand that Soley and Nichols did a very fine 
job with this well-researched book. We have mentioned the book In prior Clandestine Profile 
columns, and some of Soley'a writings have previously appeared In the A*C*E . Mark and I 
will try and get more Information on this book and the new review for next month's column. 

Mark also points out that an article on Bolivian pirate radio appeared in the February 
1989 issue of The Progressive . The article was titled, "Tin Miners' Radio on the Ropes," 
by Jane Slaughter. Has anybody seen a copy of this article? 

tOa HAVRILKO CENTRAL AMERICAN CLANDESTINE STATION LOGS 

Vince continues his regular monitoring of the better heard Central American and Caribbean 
clandestine stations. Radio Quince de Septiembre, the Contras' antl-Sandanista station 
that still broadcasts to Nicaragua, came in on September 22 on 6214.4 KHz from 2248-2314+ 

^adir^YbeTaclon'' ID at 2250 UTC? (The othe/'lD's that ^e heard were all Quince). 
Interestingly, Vlnce noted only a SI0=132 signal quality at 2248 from his QTH in Florida. 
By 2252, the signal got significantly stronger. This seems consistent with a continued 
Central America transmitter QTH, very probably In Honduras, as has been previously 
speculated many times. 

Vlnce also hears the anti-Castro stations as usual. Radio Caiman blasted In at 0130 UTC 
using 9965 KHz on September 25. On September 23, Vlnce also heard this station at 1600 
UTC (local late morning EST) with a weaker SIO-243 signal. This latter log Is Interesting. 
If Vince can hear them near his local noon on 31 meters, the station must be using a

The response from ACE readers continues to be TREMENDOUS!! 
A portion of a particularly interesting letter from Ira Martin 
follows: 

"There are some questions that I would like answered. This 
is only reasonable, as ACE Members are sending reports to you and 
Harry Helms. The first question has to do with evidence and as- 
sertions. What does gathering frequencies, times and so on really 
do to prove anything? Assertions must be made with firm evidence, 
but since numbers are going out on a one way trip, and no one is 
responding to them, not that we can pick up, and as of yet, no code 
has been broken, then you may see the point of the question as it 
relates to evidence: a directory listing of broadcasts, without 
other supporting information, is only a directory of broadcasts. 

"The second question has to do with the use of one-time pads. 
Are all the numbers stations using them? Is anyone following the 
addresses and tallying the number of times the same number groups 
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are being used - which would indicate that an address is receiving 
number groups made up off of the same code. If repetition of number 
groups is recurring in transmissions to an address, then it might 
t>« worth tracking and recording this address's messages. (This is 
different, of course, from the same message being retransmitted to 
the same agent. If different messages use some of the same number 
groups, a broadcast pattern is being established). 

"The third question is less involved. Why might a numbers 
broadcast be made over several times over a period of up to two 
months? 

"In spite of my questions, I am not a pessimist about ACE, or 
the gathering of data. Data and its interpretation are the meat 
and potatoes of history. I find the pursuit of the answer very 
interesting and will continue to send in reception reports. One 
point worth making is, are we looking for the correct answers? If 
we believe that we will find something, then we shape our interp- 
retation of the evidence to shape our beliefs; consequently, I 
would ask, are we asking the right question of the information? 
This is no exercise in philosopy, but rather a pragmatic question. 
Evidence must be interpreted; no evidence ever speaks for itself - 
the viewer must absorb it and come to his own conclusions. Are we 
asking the right questions of the evidence being gathered by ACE 
Members, or are other explanations supportable?" 

Your questions are well taken, Ira, and in a future issue I 
will respond to each of them. In other areas, I will respond to you 
personally. ACE readers are encouraged to submit letters of 
the above nature - and always feel free to disagrees 

As Ira points out, since my mailing address for UeL and ACE are 
the same, much confusion has resulted. In an effort to alleviate 
this situation, I would ask that respondents indicate on the out- 
side of the envelope either "UeL" or "ACE". Hopefully, this will 
help to eliminate some of the confusion that now exists. 

I would also ask that numbers intercepts and numbers-related 
material be sent to me, while information about other types of 
transmissions, ie. KKN39-types, be sent to Harry Helms. There 
is, however, one exception - that being the frequency of 8918 kHz. 
Both Harry and I are interested in knowing what you might be 
hearing on this frequency - be it a numbers station or whatever. 
More details in a later issue!

So, if you aren' t sure 
about your receivers and have a voltmeter handy, be sure to check your

East Coast Pirate Radio, another active October station, concentrated 
mostly on playing old album rock singles.

21219 address. All announcements are simple and apparently live.

Here are »ome opinions about Information presented in Issue of "The ACE": 
WSHB 

Some listeners complain about Interference from WSHB, a station that operates during 
certain evening hours on 7,400kHz. The potent WSHB signal makes It difficult to hear weak 
pirate stations and other signals. At least one writer describes WSHB's signal as "wideband 
transmitter slop" that extends 25kHz above and below Its carrier frequency. 

It might be helpful to know something about the WSHB operation and steps that can be 
taken to alleviate the Interference. WSHB has two 500kW transmitters and five antennas. The 
7,400kHz facility uses one of the transmitters and an antenna with 20dB gain. The effective 
radiated power to the front of the antenna thus would be 50 million watts. 

The transmitters use digital modulators with a maximum "switching rate" that limits the 
audio response. The modulators pass a maximum of 4,500Hz audio. AM sidebands contain 
audio energy above and below the carrier at a frequency Identical to the audio frequency 
Therefore, WSHB's sidebands extend only 4.5kHz above and below the carrier, provided the 
transmitter is operating normally. 

WSHB engineer Bob German told me that he sometimes receives Interference complaints 
from shortwave listeners. Discussions usually reveal a receiver problem, and often he can 
advise the listener how to reduce the Interference. 

One ACE columnist said WSHB Interferes with the "Havana-New York RTTY circuit on 
7,407kHz." Responding, German said broadcasters using frequencies outside assigned 
bands must change frequencies to resolve a complaint from a licensed, primary user. 
WSHB's 7,400kHz channel Is well outside shortwave bands assigned to North American 
broadcasters. If the RTTY operators receive Interference from WSHB, a complaint from them 
to the FCC might result in WSHB being required to select another frequency. 

WSHB Is sensitive to Inquiries from shortwave listeners. German said he wants to ensure 
proper transmitter operation. When I called, at first he thought I had an Interference 
complaint. He wanted to know the date and time of the Interference so he could check the 
transmitter when it next Is used with the same frequency and antenna. That Is highly 
responsive "customer service" beyond what most companies In any business offer. 

The WSHB engineer said any listener Is welcome to call him to let him know of any 
Interference situation. He said he would look Into the transmitter operation as soon as 
possible coincident with a complaint, perhaps during the call, as well as offer reception 
advice If It seems that the root of the problem more likely Is with the listener's equipment 
German can be reached at 803-625-4880. 

Although pirate broadcasters receive no Interference protection, German said licensed 
International shortwave broadcasters receive no Interference protection, either. He said If 
someone has complaints about WSHB's signal, he would like to hear about them so he can 
take the appropriate action. 

Deliberate Interference to pirates 

Some ACE members suggest complaints be filed with the FCC when deliberate Interference 
to pirates is heard. According to published reports, one or more pirate broadcasts have 
been made difficult to hear by an operator who transmit, the phrase, "Hello radio" on the

broadcasts might complain to the FCC about one unlicensed operator Interfering with 
ler Is bold, If not novel. 



FCC monitoring station watch officers I've talked with say they have no interest In helping 
listeners receive signals from unlicensed stations. Apparently, the only thing such 
complaints would accomplish Is to draw attention to the unlicensed signals, pirate and 
tormenter alike. There Is no reason to expect the FCC would take action against the station 
causing Interference to the pirate and leave the pirate alone. Agency policy would seem to 



If someone writes a letter to the FCC to describe Interference caused by a licensed station, 
the commission's first step normally Is to send a copy of the letter to the station and to 
request a response. In the case of pirates and their tormenters, no license, name, address or 
other such Identification Is part of the situation. Resolving an Interference complaint 
associated with a pirate broadcast Is not an exercise that will find the FCC in the role of a 
sympathetic helper. 

Audio frequency response 

One writer suggested pirate broadcasters mix audio better, taking Into account a frequency 
response of voices vs. music. The music range was cited as 20Hz to 20,000Hz; the voice 
range as 300Hz to 3,000Hz. 

Without posing as an audio specialist, I would suggest that audio mixing has more to do 
with "presence" than frequency response. For example, when a DJ plays music at the same 
volume as his voice, It is easy to hear his voice against an acoustic guitar background but 
difficult to hear his voice against a brass instrument background. Most DJs, when 
Introducing songs and overlapping their voices with the music, set the microphone and 
music levels equal. * 

Music used as a background to commercials generally Is played at a softer level. The 
"presence" thus Is adjusted to favor announcer's voice and the message, whereas a DJ 
Introduction to a song usually is intended to focus attention on the music. 

Unmodified solid-state ham transceivers some pirates use pass a narrow range of audio 
frequencies: 300Hz to 2,700Hz or so. Older, tube-type ham transmitters might pass a wider 
range that delivers better fidelity. If not, they can be more easily modified for high fidelity 



than 
That 



That voice frequencies fall within a 300Hz-to-3,000Hz range is not entirely true, although 
most telephone and radio communications circuits limit the voice to those frequencies. The 
limitation is adequate for voice recognition, but Inadequate for the high fidelity one might 
desire for a singing voice. At the same time, the 20Hz-to-20,000Hz range is far greater than 
that required for ordinary ordinary enjoyment of music. 



range of 100Hz to 5,000Hz gives perfectly adequate AM audio. 




Many shortwave receivers reproduce bass notes poorly and cut off treble frequencies with 
s Intended to eliminate adjacent-channel Interference. Pirates who want to deliver the 
>est sound to listeners with receivers capable of high-fidelity reception, though, will get 
good results If their transmitters pass 100Hz to 5,000Hz audio. 

I use a Kenwood R-1000, which has good bass response. When Its wideband AM filter Is In 
use, Its treble response Is reasonable and I Improve It with a graphic equalizer. The output Is 
fed to an audio amplifier that drives a pair of big speakers. The resulting audio has excellent 
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ba»» and mldrange, with treble that ia not quit* aa good aa what come* from FM atatlona- 
though It approach©* FM quality. 



The batter the baaa response, the better the druma and basa guitars aound. The better the 
treble response, the better the cymbala, tambourlnea and alngera aound. 

Transmitter pre-emphasls 

Standard AM broadcast statlona boost treble frequenclea at the transmitter to overcome the 
high-frequency roll-off Imposed by narrowband consumer AM receivers. Broadcast 
engineers call the boost "pre-emphasls." 

Shortwave broadcasters, Including pirates, can benefit from some pre-emphasls. Although It 
Increases adjacent-channel Interference, a certain amount of pre-emphasls Improves the 
received audio In moat receivers. A simple way to add pre-emphasls Is with a graphic 
equalizer. But It la easy to get carried away. Too much pre-emphasls makes a signal aound 
tinny. If It la uaed with a transmitter that has poor baas response to begin with, pre- 
emphasls probably would make little Improvement. Only the mldrange frequenclea pass 
most unmodified ham transmlttera. 

I hope thla Information will be helpful to readera of "The ACE."
